GENERAL REMARKS. 


In submitting our annual report, the School Board feel 
that they reflect the sentiment of parents and scholars 
when we say our schools have been eminently success- 
ful the past year. Our Teachers have been educated, 
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holding diplomas of High Schools or Seminaries, and the 
teacher in number 2 holding two diplomas; they were 
energetic, persevering, tactful and possessed good com- 
mon sense. They have had some experience and have 
always been successful. Our scholars have been as a 
whole, punctual, though No. 1. was somewhat broken up 
in the fall term by scarlet fever. Parents have mani- 
fested considerable interest. Under such circumstances 
substancial progress is sure to follow. 

Fifty years ago we had two terms of school of 6 or 8 
weeks each, now we have three terms of 10 weeks each, 
which is about all our scholars can stand and not impair 
their health. Fifty years ago reading, spelling, writing, 
arithmetic, as far as the rule of three and a little of gram- 
mar and geography was al] our common schools taught. 
Now the branches taught are twenty or more. Then 
15.00 or $20.00 were appropriated for the summer school 
and 30.00 or $40.00 for the winter making some $60.co 
for the year. Now it is more than $250.00 per year for 
each school, progress in our civilization has brought 
about these changes, and the times demand it, even now 
we often hear people say I could do so and so to my great 
advantage if I only had the education, at this rate what 
will be the demand fifty years from now. 

Our children start to-day where they started fifty years 
ago, and will start at the same point fifty years hence, 
where will the end be, there is no royal road to an edu- 
cation. The methods of instruction and helps will keep 
pace, no doubt, with the times, but each one has got to 
learn for themselves, and acquire all they possess. Ed- 
ucators are getting up new methods all the time and we 
are called upon by State law to vote on school supervis- 
ion or “The Grange Law’ as it is called. Each voter 
should inform himself in the premises and vote under-
